“We'll see about it!” From that simple 
sentence has nrigen more evil to Ireland 
than any person, ignorant of the strange 
union of impetuosity and procrastination my § 
countrymen exhibit, could well believe. 
They are sufficiently prompt and energetic 
where their feelings are concerned, but, in 
matters of business, they almost invariably 
prefer seeing about to doing. ’ 

I shall not find it dificult to illustrate this 
observation. From the many exa of 
its truth, in high and in low life, I select 
Philip Garraty.

It appeared to them that the rival carpenter 
had made use of some charm, and the neigh- 
bours fell into the same opinion, but Francome 
was the inventor of the whole scheme. 

Every member of her family grew worse day 
after day, and, not finding or benefit from the 
doctor, they consulted a fortune-teller, and 
this prevented them from quitting thetr own 
house. 

‘There being no suspicion of Francoise, her de- 
sign became more determined, and she hastened 
the execution of the fatal project against her fa- 
mily, the unfortunate members of which consult- 
ed, eyen on their sick beds, the sorceress whom 
they had called in, having lost all confidence in 
medical men. One of them became so emaciat- 
ed that her friends did not know her; the arms 
of another were so stiff that they could not be 
bent, and the rest were afle¢ted in a similar 
manner. ‘The two sisters of Francoise were re- 
duced to skeletons. All this was the work of 
the accused, and took place from the month of 
October to March. On the Iithof May, her 
father and mother, and her two brothers, were 
relieved by death from further suffering; but, be- 
fore their decease, the agony they experienced 
is beyond description.

It is high time that you should be introduced 
in form to the Bayeux Tapestry. Know, then, 
in as few words as possible, that thie celebrated 
piece of antiquity represents chiefly the invasion 
of England b liam the Conqueror, and the 
subsequent Geath of Harold, at tbe battle of 
Hastings. It measures about 214 English feet 
in length, by about 19 inches in width, und is 
supposed to have been worked under the parti- 
cular superintendance and direction of Matilda, 
the wife of the Conqueror. It waa formerly kept 
and exhibited in the Cathedral, but is now Just- 
ly retained in the Town Hall,and treasured as 
one of the most valuable historical monuments 
which France pres It has also given rise 
to a great deal of archwological discussion. 1 
have learnt, even here, of what importance this 
tapestry-roll was considered in the time of Bo- 
paparte’s threatened invasion of our country, and 
that, after displaying it at Paris for two or three 
months, to awaken curiosity and the love of con- 
quest among the citizens, it was conveyed to one 
or two sea-porl towns, and exhibited upon the 
stage as a most important materiel in dramatic 
effect. ° ° e ° °

ATRO« HS CONSPIRACY TO MURDER 

) \ . 

( n Thursday week a commision was opened 
m Cork, lor the tral of seventeen persone, 


charged with having conspired to murder George 


| Boud Lowe, Esq , Admiral Henry Evans, and 


M.chael Cieagh, Esq , magistrates of Donerail. 
The alleged meiives to v« ngeance against these 
gentlemen were so various as greatly to aggre- 
vate the guilt and horror of the whole trausac- 
thon, since in ne one of the three instances can 
we find the shadow of a palliation for the ia- 
tended crime of murder, m any of those gene- 
ral, and sudden, and sweeping causes which in- 
flame on occasion the sympathies of a multaude 
of men, and hurry them on to perpetrate some 
wild and fierce atrocit There was no insur- 
rection in the county of Cork; the mag'strates 
had not been hunting down any class, oF sect, 





| or party of the people, thn landlords had not 


been ejecting their tenants wholesale; of the 
tithe proctor there was no complaint; there was, 
to all appearance, no spirit prevalent of more 
than ordinary anger or ill-Llood; there wae no 
excitement vis ble to which a temporary excess 
or outrage might have appealed for pardon, yet 
this time of innagmed serenity and composure 
was perverted fo objggte fit only fur the medita- 
tion of demons,—the foul and butchery murder 
of persona in the upper walks of life, for no 
reason but that one of them had exercised his 
lawful rights as alandlord; another of them, 
Mr. Lowe, had discharged hia duties as a magis- 
trate; and a thud, Admiral Evans, had spoken 
and voted in Parliament against a popular mea- 
sure, which had nevertheless been carried in 
spite of his opposition; so that, in fact, he bad 
not done any harm, and was, we beligve, thought 
incapable of doing any. On Friday, four of the 
prisoners, John Leary, James Roche, James 
Magrath, and William Shine, were put to the 
bar. After a trial which lasted the whole of 
the day, the jury returned a verdict of guilty 
against the four prisoners, who were condemned 
to suffer the awful punishment of death. The 
direct evidence in support of the charge was tiat 
of persons who were, according to their own 
accounts, guilty participators in, or criminal con- 
nivers at, the inhuman and blood-thirsty conspi- 
racy which they now revealed; but it was sup- 
ported by other evidence, so corroborative, 
though only circumstantial, as left no doubt on 
the minds of the jury of the guilt of the —_ 
ars. One monstrous feature io this mass of crime 
was the individual who took the lead in suborn- 
ing and stimulating the more active agents in 
the commission of it. Leary, the first in the in- 
dictment, was a inan near 70 years of age, re- 
puted to be of steady habits, in easy circum- 
stances, punctual in payment of a rent of £220 
a year, and a tenant on the estate of Mr. 
Creagh’s father, an old gentleman brought for- 
ward as witness to the character of Jim who 
mainly organized the conspiracy to take away 
his son's life. The court resumed its sitting on 
Saturday; but, as it was not likely that the trial 
of the remaining prisoners would be finished 
without trenching on the Sabbath, the judges 
adjourned the court till Monday. The Solicitor- 
General announced it to be his intention, after 
the verdict of Friday, to put the remaining thir- 
teen prisoners on their trial. 

Accordingly, the trials were resumed on Mon- 
day morning. Four prisoners, namely, Edmond 
Connors, Patrick Lynch, Michael Wallis, and 
Timothy Barret, were put to the bar. Connors 
appeared to be a comfortable, wealthy farmer; 
the others were not above the condition of la- 
borers. A few minutes before the swearing of 
the jury was completed, there was a buz in the 
avenues of the court, produced by the appear- 
ance of Mr. O'Connel, who, having arrived that 
moment from his seat, Derrinane, in a remote 
part of the county of Kerry, alighted at the 
doors of the court, and was received, as usual, 
with unequivocal demonstrations of applause by 
the —- The learned gentleman's out- 
ward appearance testified that he had been tra- 
velling all night; but, after throwing off his top 
covering, he scemed quite fresh and ready for 
business, and some refreshment having been 
sent in to hun, he seemed in a few minutes to 
forget every thing but the case he had under- 
taken. ‘The evidence having been gone through, 
and the judge having summed it up, the jury 
retired at twenty minutes to eleven o'clock at 
night. Ata quarter past 12 0’clock, there appear- 
ing to be little chance of the jury agreeingon a 
verdict, in consequence of one juryman being 
for an acquittal, the court on leaving 
the jury in charge of the sheriff. At nine 
o’clock, on Tuesday morning, the judges came 
into court, and finding that the jury had not 
agreed on their verdict, directed them to be 
conducted into court. The gentlemen compos- 
ing it were exhausted with hunger and cold, and 
presented a very pitiable appearance. The 
foreman stated that they had agreed to the ac- 
quittal of Barrett; but that the doubts of a sin- 
gle juror, and the impossibility he found of 
placing any confidence whatsoever on the testi- 
mony of the approvers and accomplices, upon 
which alone the charges against the prisoners 
were d rectly established, had prevented a ver- 
dict of guilty. The jury were again ordered to 
retire, and the judges adjourned the court for a 
shert time. The jury still not agreeing, the 
court was adjourned at two o’clock to five. At 
that hour the judges returned into court, and 
having directed the jury to be sent for, the gen- 
tlemen appeared, many of them evidently much 
exhausted. Baron Pennefather-Have you agreed 
gentlemen? —Foreman—We have been enclosed 
sixteen hours, and were your lordship to con- 
fine us a month, there 1s no likelihood of our 
agreeing. A juror—This one gentleman will 
not yield. Mr. Morrogh—The term * one gen- 
tleman’’ has been made use of. My lord, what 
is the fact? In one of the cases there are nine 
for acquittal and three for conviction. In the 
other two cases there are eleven for conviction 
and one for acquittal. Several of the jury having 
complained of exhaustion, medical men were 
called in, who, after examining the complain- 
ants, reported that, in consequence of no imime- 
diate danger being manifest in Mr, Allen's case, 
who had had an access of gout, the judges order- 
ed the gentlomen to be removed to the grand jury 
room, and the court adjourned until ten o'clock 
at night, when thew lordships would return. At 
that hour their lordships entered the court, 
and having directed the sheriff to ascertain if 
the jury had agreed, and a reply in the negative 
having been given, the medical gentlemen, Doc- 
tors Townsend and Howe, were again called, 


and, in answer to questions from the court, 
gave @ positive opimon that staying up all 
night without sustenance would be attended 


with danger to Mr. Allen. The Court then di- 
rected the jury to be called into court with a 
view to dismiss them. They were discharged 
accordingly, and the court was adjourned ull 
Wednesday morning.

Assassination of the Ree. Mr. Going. 

Cronmen, Oct. 29.—The following melan- 
choly and harrowing particulars have been sup- 
plied by a valued correspondent; they are cal- 
culated to excite the deepest emotion:—On the 
evening of Friday, the 23d inst., asthe Rev. Mr. 
Going, of Moyalitle Glebe, was returning tohis 
house from the sessioy at Thurles, and when 
within a quarter of a imile from his own house, 
he was tired at by some wretch or wretches, and 
killed upon the spot! One ball entered a lit- 
tle above his hip upon the left side, and pass- 
ed through his side; he Lkewise had the marks 
of two other shots in his back, and hada cut 
on his right temple, which, it is thought, pro- 
ceeded from the fall off his horse. On the poor 
gentleman falling, his horse immediately set off 
at full apeed the animal baving escaped un- 
hurt; and as the family were all anxiously look- 
ing out for bw arrival to dinner, Mrs. Going 
being much troubled at his not arriving, went 
to the hall.door—when, to her great misery, she 
saw the horse come up to the gate without its 
rides. She, at once, suspected what had bap- 
pened, and gave the alarm, when **r son Charles, 
with some assistance, went in pursuit of the hap- 
less gentleman, and discovered him lying sa- 
vagely murdered atthe sde of the road, and wel- 
tering in his blood. The worthy, bat ill-fated 
gentleman had a dispute with his parishioners 
respecting tithes, and the matter in dispute had 
that day been investigated by the aasistant-bar- 
rester at Thurles quarter-sessions. Mr. Going 
was brother to Major Going, who was barba- 
rously murdered in the county Limerick, in 1821, 
and was in his 63d year. Nine children are 
left to weep over the fate of one of the best of

This information, whether cor- 
rectly or not, we cannot pretend to say, goes to 
the extent of affirming that, without including 
Terceira, there is to be found in all the islands 
nominally attached to Portugal, nine persons 
out of ten who would willingly throw off the 
yoke of the despot Miguel, whose violence is 

adually destroying the slight hold he once 

nad on taem, and that the population would now 
be induced, with very danke encouragement, 
to declare themselves on behalf of the young 
Queen. Few persons are aware, we believe, 
that a Regency, sanctioned by Don Pedro, is at 
present acting on behalf of Donna Maria, not 
in an open and ostensible manner, which the 
present situation of her cause does not permit, 
but so as tokeep together, till more favorable 


times arrive, all those elements by which 
her rights are possibly hereafter to be 
established. This Regency, too, is in pos- 


session of extendive pecuniary resources, as 
its remittences, negotiated on our Exchange 
to the various parts of. Europe, abundantly 
testify. The circumstances above referred 
to have undoubtedly awakened a degree of 
hope among the Portuguese residents in Lon- 
don, who are almost to a man constitutionalists, 
to which they have long been strangers, and it 
has gradually been gathering stiength from ob- 
servations on what is passing at Lisbon, where 
the Government of the despot seems to hang by 
a thread, which every moment may break asun- 
der. 

Accounts from Alexandria state, that all the 
Members of the Council, which received orders 
to assemble there to examine a project for a 
general change in the i inistra 
tion of the county, have been there during three 
weeks, holding their sittings almost daily, and 
the general opinion was, that some affairs of 
greater importance than the commerce of the 
country occupied their attention. The Viceroy 
has in agitation two principal objects to —_ 
ment considerably his forces by sea and land; 
the second to increase his revenue to cover his 
expenses. The frontiers are fortified, and his 
fleet is becoming daily more numerous. 

The Augsburg Gazette has published a letter 
from Alexandria, dated the 14th ult. in which a 
variety of circumstances pointedly adverted to as 
clearly indicative of an intention on the part of 
the Pacha of Egypt to throw off his allegiance to 
the Sultan. We have other private letters from 
Egypt, of a corresponding date, which corrobo- 
rate some of the most material facts detailed by 
the Augsburg correspondent; but differ in this 
essential point, that Mahomet Alli was merely 
putting himself upon his guard against the pos- 
sibility of any attack upon the}part of the Sultan, 
with a viow to the Viceroy’s overthrow. 
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Powell, the father of the Drury-lane stage, 
has been, for several months, living in delightful 
retirement at Brighton. This veteran of the 
histrionic art has been connected with the Dru- 
ry-lane companies for nearly forty years, and 
what is both singular and honourable, he never, 
from ill health or inattention, was prevented 
from punctually discharging his duties to the 
public. Mr. Powell is now considerably upwards 
of seventy years of age, and has blended with a 
life of activity, (particularly in pedestrianism, ) 
rigid temperance; and upon enquiry being re- 
cently made after his health by an old acquain- 
tance, he replied, emphatically, ‘Thank God! I 
was never better; I have been connected bet ween 
thirty and forty years with Drury-lane theatre; 
am nearly seventy-five years of age, and never 
experienced cither the head or the tooth-ache!”’

New-York, Dee. 7.—We are imformed by 
Captain Chapman, of the brig Athenian, arrived 
last evening, in 24 days from Carthagena, that 
all was tranquil at that place and in the interior, 
when he sailed.
